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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues thel 12 New Matter provided by 
the examiner stating that the application is replete with disclosures pertaining to operational state (i.e. changing a channel), also the use 
implied use of indicating. The examiner removes the 1 12 rejection pertaining to the indicating clause, however the operational status 112 
rejection is being maintained. In one instance the applicant states that the changing of a channel is the change of an operational status, 
whereas the claims 48/50 include changing of the status via an on/off command. However, nowhere in the originally filed disclosure is 
their support that the system can send a signal back to the remote notifying that the request OFF function has been received and 
executed, thus constituting New Matter. Thus the claims as rejected stand since there is no disclosure for operational status or on/off as 
claimed.
